Bxiaustave Beport of the Major 
•nd Committee on That Sub- 


ject and Fire Apparatus. 


The city council two weeks ago con 


sidered a report of the finance, commit- 
tee recommending certain expensive inj 
prove men ta at the water Works to pro 
vide for mors pumping power and recom- 
mending other improvements under the 
head of fire and water which involve^ 
the funding of the jpresent bonded in. 
debtedoess of the city so as to make 
available the $30,000, now in sinking 
fond to pay bonds due next spring) to 
pay for such improvements. The report 
which was adopted authorized 
the 


mayor to appoint a committee of three 
aldermen who with himself should look 
the whole matter over and report to the 
council. 


The Mayor appointed Aldenten R. j 


Stratton, Geo. S. Simpson and G. A 
Ahrens and the following is the report 
they submitted to the council last night 
and which was unanimously adopted: 


To the honorable, the City Council- 


Pursuant to resolution of yowr honor- 
able body at its last meeting, directing 
tbe mayor to select three members of 
the council to consider the matter of in- 
creasing supply of water apparatus for the 
extinguishment of tires, I called Alder- 
men KiropsoD, Stratton and Ahrens as a 
committee and have given the subject 
such consideration as has been possible. 


To comply with the recommendation 
that new pumps be furnished and placed 
upon a level with the reservoir, necessi- 
tates the removal of the electric light 
plant to the same point and the erection 
of a building to cover and protect the 
same and a new set of boilers, at a heavy 
outlay of money. 


It is shown that the present reservoir 


will hold water for one day's consump. 
tion only. That if provision is made to 
increase the pumping capacity, it fol- 
lows that increased tillering and storage 
capacity must also be provided. 


The contention that the appliances 


for supply of water are inadequate and 
their present location not adapted for 
economical and efficient service is often 
heard, so that the committee, nnfamilr 
lar with the subject, feel unwilling to 
make suggestions or express opinions as 
to making changes or remedies. 


The incitement to investigation of the 


subject is the Opera House fire, where, 
it IB charged by some of our people, the 
supply of water and our fire apparatus 
were inefficient for contending against 
a tire of so great dimensions. The 
statement of your water works engineer 
is, that ho ran his pumps at their full 
capacity for a period of fourteen or fif- 
teen hours and with no risk; that it was 
merely performing the duty guaranteed. 
It should be understood that the claim 
made by the originator of direct supply 
of water, the Holly system, is that by 
locating 
shut off 
valves 
in 
main 


or 
supply 
pipes, 
the 
flow 
of 


water 
can 
be greatly reduced or 


entirely shut off from other portions 
of the service and tbe product of the 
pumps concentrated upon any desired 
portion or section, utilizing the full 
capacity of your works for the time be- 
ing. This advantage, we are informed, 
has nev«r been availed of, and it is quite 
easy to understand, if we had taken ad- 
vantage of and used our resources in the 
way they were designed to be used, 
there could have been no scarcity of 
water or power to throw it to any needed 
heicht. 
Your committee believes that efforts 


should be made to utilize our present 
power and facilities for the extinguish- 
ment of fires. 
That the 
standpipe 


ordinance now under consideration by a 
committee of your body, should be en- 
acted and enforced. That addition may 
be necessary to fire ladders of our de- 
partment, and that immediate steps be 
taken to secure the services of a compe- 
tent hydraulic engineer to go over our 
system in detail and 
indicate what 


changes and additions are demanded, in 
order that any action taken in matters 
may be done "intelligently, economically 
and for the best interests of the city 
now and with reference to its future 
growth and extension. 


In view of foregoing statements as to 


efficiency of our water works and ap- 
paratus to cope with a fire as extensive 
as that of the opera house fire, your 
committee refrain from discussing the 
matter of procuring an additional steam 
tire engine; but deem it proper to state 
that the cash on hand to credit of "smit- 
ing fund" cannct be diverted therefrom 
or used for any other purpose whatever.

It will be seen from the correspondence hare- 


with submitted that tnts proposition has been 
declined by the British government upon 
grounds which, under the circumstances, 
ueem to me to be far from satisfactory. 
It is deeply disappointing that such an 
appeal, actuated by the most friendly feelings 
toward both nations directly concerned, ad- 
dressed to the sense of justice und to the 
magnanimity of one of the gi eM powers of the 
world, and touching its relations to one com- 
paratively weak and smiili, shouUl nave pro- 
duced no better results. 
TIic course to be pursued bj* this govern- 


ment, in view of the present condition, does 
not appear to admit 
of serious doubt. 


Having 
labored 
faithfully 
for 
many 


years 
to 
induce 
Great 
Britain 
to 


submit this dispute to impartial arbitra- 
tion, and having been now llnally apprised of 
her refusal to do so, nothing remains but to 
accept tbe situation, to recognize its plain re- 
quirements and deal with it accordingly. 
Great Britain's present proposition has never 
thus far been regarded as admissible by Vene- 
zuela, though any adjustment of the bounSary 
winch that country may deem for her ad- 
vantage and may enter into of her own free 
will can not, of course, be objected to by the 
United States. 
Assuming, however, that the attitude of 


Venezuela will remain unchanged, the dispute 
has reached such a stago us to malte it now in- 
cumlier.t upon the United States to talie meas- 
ures to determine with siimdent certainty for 
its justification what is the true divisional line 
between lhe republic of Venezuela and British 
Guiana The Inquiry to that end should, of 
course, bo conducted carefullv and judicially, 
and clue weight sho«d be given to all available 
evidence, records and facis in support of the 
claims ol both parties. 
In order that such an examination should be 


prosecuted in a thorough and satisfactory 
manner. I suggest that the congress make an 
adequate appropriation tot the expenses of a 
commission, to be appointed by the executive, 
who «hall make the necessary Investigation 
and report upon the matter with the least pos- 
stblr delay. When such report Is made and 
accepted It will, in my opinion, be the duty of 
the United States to resist by every means 
in its power, as a willful aggression upsn its 
rights and interests, the appropriation by 
Great Britain of any lands or the exercise of 
governmental jurisdiction over any territory 
which, after investigation, we have determined 
cf right belongs to Venezuela. 


In making these recommendations I am.tally

be a breach of the Monroe doctrine that 
doctrine is an intolerable pretense. 


"In the concluding portions of Mr. 


Cleveland's message England is threat- 
ened with war unless she permits Mr. 
Cleveland to arbitrate the boundaries 
of Venezuela. Happily there is some 
sense of humor in the American peo- 
ple. The message puts the republic- 
ans in a'hole. If they agree to the 
appointment of a commission they 
will give Mr. Cleveland such credit as 
belongs to it, and will enable him, or 
the democratic candidate, to pose as 
an accomplished twister of the lion's 
tail. If, on the other hand, they re- 
fuse to agree to the commission, they 
will give the democrats a chance of 
accusing them of being servile friends 
of the British; but the great body of 
the American people will not be led by 
any such motive or considerations. 


The Chronicle says; 
"The message will be read in this 


country with blank astonishment. An 
American commission to determine 
what territory a British colony can 
call its own and failing our compliance 
vith it* findings, war with Great Brit- 
ain.'1 It adds: "We cannot abandon 
ur settlers any more than President 
Jleveland would his." 
The paper concludes thus: "We can 


only express genuine regret at the tone 
of the document, which meets no argu-

WASHINOTOS, Dec. 18.—Information 


has been received here that Francisco 
Torres, who was dismissed by the gov- 
ernmentof Nicaragua from the position 
of governor of Rama because of his al- 
leged complicity in the escape of the 
murderer of an 
American 
citizen 


named Wilson during- the Mosquito 
difficulty, has been appointed sub-in- 
spector or vice-governor and intendcnt 
for the whole district of Zclaya, tho 
new name given to the Mosquito terri- 
tory. 
That this action of Nicaragua may 


call for some representations from Sec- 
retary Olney is extremely probable. 


The complicity of Torres in the es- 


cape of the murderer was commented 
on by Secretary Gresham in his letter 
to the president concerning affairs at 
Bhieflelds, dated Jamiarj' 2 ln.it. In 
that letter Mr. Greshain said: 


"An unfortunate incident for a time 


threatened to strain the good rela- 
tions between this government and that 
of Nicaragua. One Wilson, an Amer- 
ican, having been murdered at llama 
by Argillo, the temporary governor 
of the town, a, demand for the trial 
and punishment of the criminal and 
his accomplice was made. Argillo was 
arrested at Rauiu, but escaped, with 
the evident connivance of the local 
authorities, and his re-arrest and de- 
tention at Bluefifjlds wqre followed by 
a second escape, under circumstances 
indicating gross negligence, to say the 
least, on the part of those rehponsible 
lor his safe custody. 


'•He is said to have fled the country, 


thus baffling the efforts of the proper 
authorities to do justice to the case. 
The Nicaraguan government, however, 
testifies its abhorrence of the atro- 
cious crime by dismissing Torres from 
the office of governor o* Kama, and by 
sending another commissioner to the 
reservation in place of Lacayo, who 
was in command at Minefields at the 
time of the second escape." 


Torres was rmoved under strong 


representations made by President 
Cleveland for "instant and effective 
redress" aud a "demand for the imme- 
diate removal of Gov. Torres."

Noah Davis, motorman in charge ot 


trolley car No. 2, of the City Electric 
Street Railway company, had a sensa- 
tional experience last night at 9:30 
o'clock at the race track end of the 
Water street branch of the system. 
Two masked men with self-acting re- 
volvers surprised Davis while be waa 
doctoring the fire in the stove, and he 
was- forced to give up all of the company 
money, 92 of his own earnings, his 
watch, his transfer boo* and his ticket 
punch. Then the two men got off the 
car hurriedly and walked rapidly to- 
ward the race track. 


There waa no yelling nor shooting, but 
plain business-like rob—a case of 


surprise, with the odds all in favor of 
the highwaymen who had planned the 
attack and were masters of the situation 
from the start. 


On the way out to the end a boy 


named Reddy English, 16 years old, got 
on to ride out to turn the trolley. There 
was no one else on the car. On reaching 
the end Davis stopped the car, and went 
inaide with the controller crank which 
he threw down on a seat while he stooped 
to fix the fire in the stove.

The 
directors authorized the secretary to 
nake the following reply: 


"The directors do not consider it 


•within their duties toconstrue the rules 
«f the board on ex-parte statements or 
in the absence of cases brought before 
them under the rules. It is supposed 
•very member of the board under- 
atands the rules and will give them a 
loyal support without seeking how 
near they may come to a violation of 
the rules without incurring a pen- 
alty. The rules relating to bucket- 
ahopK are reasonably explicit and 
It is the endeavor of the board of di- 
rectors to enforce them without fear 
or favor. When it member is suspended 
from the board he forfeits under the 
roles all the privileges of membership 
and the directors do not see that mem- 
bers in good standing who believe in 
the enforcement of the rules can justly 
aid suspended members in the evasion 
<rf penalties in violation of the rules.'' 


Sir. Lindblom was anxious to get a 


ruling from the board because he is 
•opposed to be trading for J. R. Wil- 
laril. a member suspended for connec- 
tion with bucketshops. It \vas neces- 
sary for the board to maintain a firm 
stand on the question to preserve their 
antibucketshop policy intact

A Series of tJaefnl Hints to Be- 
lated Buyers. 


Cautions What Hot to Olve — Presents 


to Fit the Purse and Fill tbe Pocket 


—Children's Toys That 


Will Please.

This is Christmas shopping; you hear 


it repeating itself year after year. Ev- 
ery woman in Christendom begins at 
least a month beforehand to worry 
about the presents she is going to give, 
and each year she goes the rounds of 
the stores fumbling over the usual ar- 
ray of matchboxes, paper cutters, man- 
icure sets, and the numerous other 
things that by right of repetition have 
become the conventional Christmas 
presents. Yet, for all her good inten- 
tions, she finds her list hardly half com- 
pleted when the calendar warns her 
that Christmas is only ten days off; and 
in her desperation she hies herself to 
the shops to purchase at random the 
first things that present themselves. It 
is to help this woman that the following 
suggestions are given: 


Almost any sort of store, nowadays, 


has on exhibition a certain stock of hol- 
iday goods which is very much alike, 
whether one visits the dry goods dealer 
or the jeweler's shop. There is always 
some one thing that runs like an epi- 
demic from store to store, and it is im- 
possible not to be affected by the con- 
tagion. This involves much danger of 
duplicating over and over again. Fancy, 
for instance, the perplexity of a young 
woman who finds herself with three or 
four writing tablets or half a dozen pin 
trays on Christmas morning. This year 
she will be more likely to be embar- 
rassed with too much china than any- 
thing else. The dealers have gone 
china mad, and have mode everything 
ot it from a parlor table to a knife and 
fork. 


Of these, the china lamps are the 


most tempting, and can be bought for 
any price from two dollars up into the 
hundreds The most striking are those 
in blue and white Delft ware, tUth 
globes of the same jiiaterial, deoor"ated 
with historic figures and scenes in 
keeping with the style of the old-fash- 
ioned plates that it is the fad to collect 
just now. Some of these stand three 
feet high and are exceedingly decorat- 
ive, but very expensive. 


The smaller ones serve better for or- 


dinary presents, and they can be had 
IE other tints which are quite as fasci- 


claw feet and upholstered in imitation 
of Dresden china. Children's sets of 
knife, fork and spoon have Dresden 
handles. 


The imitation Dresden ware, called 


Coalport, appears in all sorts of toilet 
articles, for comb and brush handles 
and the box to put them in, for glove 
cases, handkerchief cases, etc. Silver 
novelties are numerous, as they always 
are, but the novelty of the Dresden 
ware will probably give the average 
girl's dressing-case the appearance of 
a china closet when she gets her pres- 
ents arranged in their proper places 
One of the prettiest novelties is a roll- 
ing blotter with a silver handle. This 
takes up the ink without blurring the 
page and saves the trouble of rubbing 
the hand over the blotter to bring it in 
contact with the paper. These blotters 
also sometimes have Dresden handles. 
They run from 50 cents to a dollar in 
price. 


There are match boxes of silver for 


two dollars, with a place for a photo- 
graph, which are rather nice presents 
for men, especially when they come 
from a sweetheart or wife. Paper cut- 
ters with a tiny reading glass in the 
handle, gold nuspenderbuckles and em- 
broidered suspenders made by a tailor 
or regular suspender manufacturer, so 
that there will be no trouble about the 
fit, a cigar cutler, a spring tape meas- 
ure, a rubber eraser with a brush atone 
end to dust off the paper, a silver 
monkey with a pin cushion in his back 
a key ring with chain—all these are 
offered as desirable presents for men. 
An appropriate gift for a. man who 
reads a great deal is a new contrivam-c 
that looks something like a silver comb 
with four teeth ubout an inch apart. 
This is intended to keep a book open 
while one is reading—the two middle 
teeth resting on the pages and theouter 
ones on the back of the book. One of 
these was marked $1.90. 


There are *o many gifts for mon 


which are intended to bu carried iu the 
pocket that the popular man may have 
trouble stowing them all away. 
By 


the time he has disposed of^ his pocket- 
knife, his dog whistle, the corkscrew 
in its' case, match bo\, tape meiiiui e, 
pocket comb and glass, with court 
plaster and pocket scissors, he will find 
bis weight much increased and his 
pockets badly strained. 


On the whole, it seems safer to avoid 


pocket conveniences for a man lest they 
become more of a nuisance than other- 
wise. 


An umbrella of even a cane is usually 


acceptable, though some men have hob- 
bies about selecting their own canes. A 
reading glass, a brush broom adorned 
according to the purse of the giver, or 
a gold collar button will make a good 
family present.

purpose. These are made in the real 
Delft ware as well as the imitation. A 
very pretty little clock can be bought 
for a dollar, and this, by the way, would 
be a pretty present for a young girl 
away at school or for any lorn, lone 
woman who boards, and has no kind 
and solicitous relative at hand to see 
that she wakes up when she should in 
the morning. Traveling clocks, set in 
leather and made to fold up, are ^ery 
nice presents, but cannot be had for less 
than from three to five dollars. 


Cups and saucers nre not usually very 


desirable presents unless they are small 
ones intended for the five-o'clock tea 
table.

Senator Calvin S. Brice, of Ohio, is 


one of the ablest men in public life to- 
day. It is true, he is accused of being- 


very rich man, but his oldest friends 


mow that he has c. right to be rich, for 
le accumulated his own fortune. He 
ivaa a \ery poor boy, very homely and 
without any indications of genius that 
anybody could see. He was jolly and 
rood-natured, even if he was poor; so 
ic mode friends and worked his way 
along until he secured a good educa- 
ion. He is eminently a self-made man, 
and his history is worthy of emulation 
>y any young man iu the land. He la 
just 50 years of age, but he looks much 
younger. His busby hair in 
dark 


jrown and his thick beard is almost red. 
le looks somewhat like a Hebrew, but 
s of straight Anglo-Saxon stock. His 
'ather was a Presbyterian minister, and 
Jrlce is a religious man, although not 
active in church work. When the Pres- 
byterian general assembly was held 
jere two years ago, Senator Brice was 
called on for a little contribution to 
iclp defray the expenses of the local 
;hurcheB, and he gave $500, greatly to 
he surprise of the clergyman, who 
lever dreamed of getting more than 
$20 from any one man. When only 16 
'ears old young Brice enlisted in the 
iCth Ohio infantry. He came out of the 
wnr a captain, in July, 1865, before he 
vas quite 20 years old. He then 
studied law, practiced, and finally be- 
aine engaged in business enterprises 
which have made him wealthy. He has 
jccn an active working democrat for 
many years, and has nerved his party

the most genial, likeable men in the 
senate, and is an important factor in all 
egislatioii.

the past 23 years he has been building, 
buying and operating steamships in the 
Pacific ocean, from Mexico, California, 
Oregon, Washington and British Co- 
lumbia clear up to Alaska. 
He was 


elected governor of California in 1870, 
and w as appointed to the senate in 1893 
to succeed Senator Stanford, who died 
while a member of the senate. His term 
of service will expire March 4,1897, but 
lie will probably be reelected to succeed 
himself for a full term of six years. 
Senator Perkins is one of the most un- 
pretentious men I have ever met with 
in public life. He has no coldness or 
diffidence in private conversation; but 
on the contrary is as entertaining as 
any man in private life could be, and it; 
his presence no one can feel embar- 
rassed because of his high position. As 
a matter of fact, the poor boys who have 
made their own fortunes and become 
prominent never assume the "airs" that 
are put on by some who are born rich. 
Senator Perkins is an orator of great 
•bility.and when he addresses the senate 
receives the respectful attention of a 
large audience. 


Senator David Bennett Hill, of Ts'^w 


York, is a man worthy of his great rep- 
utation. When only 21 years old he 
was admitted to the bar, began the 
practice of law, and was appointed city 
attorney of Elmira. He has been in 
public life, almost constantly, ond has 
acquitted himself creditably oh all oc- 
casions. When he was first elected to 
the senate, his critics Said that he would 
sink out of sight in that august assem- 
blage. He did not sink. He ia not a 
sinker. He quietly attended to his sen- 
atorial duties until the silver fight of 
1393, when he participated in debate 
,nd gave utterance to strong opinions. 
iVhen the tariff debate of 1894 oeeopied 
he attention of the senate, he spoke a 
number of times, and then received rec- 
ognition for his true worth. He had 
been called "nothing bot a politician;" 
but then he showed himself to be a con- 
stitutional lawyer and statesman equal 
to the best men who had ever held posi- 
: ions upon the senate floor. He refused 
:o vote for a tariff bill which included 
the income tax clause, and concluded 
his speech by saying: "Sink or swim, 
s--irvive or perish, I cannot and will not 
»ote for this bill/* He was the only 
rteinocrat who voted against the meas- 
ure. Since that time the supreme court 
hew sustained Senator Hill, by declutaff 
the income tax unconstitutional, lie 
is a great man, but like many other 
great men is not appreciated for hia 
real worth by his own generation. We 
do not -always elect our greatest men to - 
the presidential office. Blaine, Thur- 
man. Clay, Webster and others of like 
renown could not reach the white house,

in many a hard-fought battle. He has 
long been the most j>opular man in his 
state, and has the hearts of the young 
men of Georgia close pressed to his own 
heart, for they almost worship him. Ho 
was a brave soldier and was eight times 
wounded in battle. Gen. Lee regarded 
bira as one of the ablest generals, and 
he commanded a wing of Lee's army 
when that great con federate fcoldier sur- 
rendered his army to Gen. Grant. Im- 
mediately thereafter Gen. Gordon re- 
turned to private life nnd took part in 
political affairs. When the democrats 
carried Georgia in 1872 Gen. Gordon was 
elected to the senate. He served two 
term$, but resigned his seat and entered 
upon private business. He was elected 
governor of Georgia, and again elected 
to the senate in 1690. He can stay in 
the scuate as long as he lives, for his 
peopledeligbt tohonor him; and he con- 
fers honor upon his state by his distin- 
guished services.
